Does the farmer own his land, If he has 
a clear title to his land he is the owner of it, 
but we are led to ask: What is land? 


The provincial government, in order to 
protect the farmers and make sure that his 
land remains his. land, passed a Sand and 
Gravel Act, which makes the farmer secure 
in the elements that go to make his land. 
There is a case at present before the courts, 
in which it is being argued that the sand and 
gravel on a farm are minerals and therefor 
come under the mineral rights clause in any 
land act. 

A farmer buys a tract of land in Alberta, 
pays good money for it, pays taxes on it, but 
now they want to deprive him piecemeal of 
his very soil. There is sand and gravel in 
all land. Every small garden is full of some 
sand or gravel and the owners of farms and 
gardens are liable to spend a busy time sort- 
ing out what is theirs and what may be 
claimed by anybody who wants minerals! 

In this case there is need for a Daniel to 
come to judgment! It should be the judg- 
ment of the courts, if the sand and gravel 
are declared minerals under the law, that 
anybody gaining the right to take them out 
should be forced to take them away with- 
out a single bit of “land” being harmed or 
removed. The land at least belongs to the 
farmer, only the sand and gravel can be re 
moved! 

To parahrase from the “Merchant of 
Venice’,, this should be the law as expounded 
by a Daniel come to judgment: 

Therefore prepare thee to take out thy 
sand and gravel. Take thou no land: not 
take thou less nor more but just that amount 

vhich is legally thine. If thou takest less or 


more than the gravel and sand that is thine 
thy contract is void and thou art linble for 
damages Take the sand and gravel, but 


don’t touch the land!
